This system comes to you complete 
with an (at present) uncased I/F 
board, an Amdek Amdisk III Dual 3" 
Hitachi compact floppy disk drives 
in a case with power supply and 
cooling fan, the connecting cable, a 
utility disk and an operating man- 
ual. 


When my system arrived I eagerly un- 
packed it and laid it out on my desk 
to make sure everything was there. 
It was, and I proceeded to attach 
the I/F board to the edge connector 
of my 2068. I powered down the 2868 
and plugged in the I/F. I then plug- 
ged the AC cord from the DD into the 
wall. I then sat back and read the 
manual that came with the system. I 


cannot stress enough the importance 
of reading all instructions and 
manuals BEFORE you try to use any 


new equipment. 


After reading through the startup 
instructions and safety precautions, 
I inserted the Systems disk into 
drive 1 and turned on the DD and the 
2868. As soon as I turned on the 
2@68, I heard the DD come to life 
and almost instantly the screen was 
filled with the auto boot screen 
with the name and address of the 
company that wrote the DOS (Disk 
Operating System), ABBEYDALE DESIGN- 
ERS LTD. in England, and also it 
will tell you that an addendum to 
the manual is saved on the disk as a 
Tasword II file. Also on this' disk 
there is a conversion for Tasword II 


which you Merge with your present 
version of the program. Once the 
conversion is done, it takes about 


7.5 seconds for TW II to boot up or 
Load. 


The manual that comes’ with the 
system is 28 pages in an 8 1/2 x 11 
inch format. It has a lot of inform- 
ation in it. I personally found it 
to be just short of being what iI 
would call “user friendly". It also 
had one other problem. It was a very 
poor photocopy. In some places it 
was so light that I could barely 
make it out. I understand that a new 
manual is in the works at Abbeydale. 


The SPDOS (Operating System) comes 
in two versions. There is a standard 
SPDOS which uses 6K of memory and 
Minidos, which uses 4K of memory. 
Here lies the ONLY real DRAWBACK of 
the entire system. The fact that it 
requires so much of the RAM to oper- 
ate. I have been told that they are 
working on a new EPROM/EXRAM DOS 
that may only require 750 Bytes or 
even NO RAM! That, in my opinion, 
would make this the BEST system on 
the market for the 2868. 


All of the commands that you have 

already been using for your cas- 

settes are supported with this sys- 
tem. The only change you have to 
make is to put PRINT #4: before each 
of the standard commands. Then the 
command to SAVE a program would look 
like this: PRINT #4: SAVE "name". If 


you want to have a program automat— 
ically LOAD and RUN as soon as you 
power up your computer, you simply 


name the program "AUTO". Any program 
SAVEd with that name will, as soon 
as you turn on the computer and ODD, 
LOAD and RUN all by itself. (Only 1 
AUTO program to a side.) The command 
list that is supported is listed 
below:

The VERIFY is not used as there is 


no need for it. 
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The supplied utilities include the 
COPY (see above), a “cruncher" which 
will save you memory on basic prog- 
rams, and one that reorganises the 


(yomputer memory so that you can load 


@ lot of Spectrum programs. 


As I said above, this system does 
allow the SAVEing of all forms of 
files. Strings and variables includ- 
ed. All data files are sequential. 


The only other minor drawback to the 
system is the fact that it is a 3" 
system. This is not a very common 
size disk. It means that you may not 
find them in your local computer 
supply store. They are readily pur- 
chased through several mail order 
suppliers. The average price at pre- 
sent is $39 for a box of 18. How- 

ever, the price is expected to drop 
with the arrival of the new computer 


from England using the same size 
disk. I might mention that these 
disks are a little different than 
you are used to seeing. They are 
encased in a hard plastic case with 


a sliding metal door to protect the 
disk surface. They come in a every 
@rice protective plastic box. 


To sum up, I will say that of all of 
the systems I have seen in operation 


and heard or read about to date, 
this system has the most to offer 
for the price. If the DOS-RAM sit-— 


uation is solved, I believe that it 
will definitely be the best system 
around. It gives you 184K of program 
storage per side of the disk, that 
is with the system operables on the 
disk. A formatted Data only disk 
will hold 195K of data. That is just 
short of 8@@K for the two drives. I 
might also mention that these are 
Single-sided Double-Density drives 
so you must manually flip the disk 
to change sides. Not a big deal. 
When you ask for a Catalog or Dir—- 
ectory, you are told the name of the 
disk, the formatted capacity and the 
space remaining on the disk, as well 
as the titles of all files on the 
disk.

It may seem logical that the best 
Place to begin a series of new 
columns on the QL, would be a simple 
explanation of the basic differences 
between the @L and other Sinclair 
computers. Since, however, the GL is 
based on a new chip with new pro- 
gramming concepts and commands, the 
GL does not even look like ae dis-— 
tant cousin of the 2@68, nor appear 
to come from the same galaxy as the 


ZX81i. There is, simply no compar—- 
ison. 
A quick look at the program below 


Clearly demonstrates this new, un-— 
ique personality on the OL. As you 
will notice, the main loop of the 
program is only four lines long, 
and the majority of the remainder 
is a collection of defined pro- 
cedures and functions that are 
called by name from the loop. 


This ability to define any = pro- 
cedure and call it at will, by name 
is truly a Quantum Leap over 2868 


BASIC. It is, to me, the single most 
exciting addition to the @L. 


Although the program isn’t meant toa 
do anything fantastic, it does serve 
to demonstrate a few of the new com— 
mands that are available to the pro- 
Gramer. In the example "FILLS" fills 
window #1 with periods which serve 
no purpose other than to prove that 
as one moves the cursor around, the 
periods are not erased. 


HHHHHHHHHHHHHHH RHR 


OVER-1: This command reverses the 
Pixels at the print location. In 
this example, it permits the cursor 
to move about without overwriting 
screen data. 


LINE: No longer a DRAW command, 
LINE permits a user to draw aie line 
from one specific pixel location to 
another. 


LOCal: Allows a user a to set up a 
variable for use ONLY within a DEF- 
ined procedure. If the same variable 
is used within the main program, it 
will not alter the variable in the 
DEFined procedure (and vice-versa). 


THEN RETurn xs A nifty, fast way 
to say if x=1 then let y=1. 


Well, those are a few of the new 
commands used in this short sample 
program, and there are many more 
yet to explore (at least 25). These 
fww examples, however, clearly help 
me to establish the concept that the 
OL is indeed unique, with little 
that appears related to the 2068. If 
one were to wish to convert this 
program to run on the 2068, it would 
be at least twice as long and much 
slower. 


If you have a OL, enter and test the 
program. If you have a 2@658, try to 
convert it. 


Next time we’ll look at some more 
new commands and the speed of the 
QL putting data on display. 


The remainder of the program prints 
@ cross-hair cursor on the screen 
which can be moved about by use of 
the cursor keys. The keys are read 
in "keyread", the position is up- 
dated in "position" and the cursor 
drawn in "Ine" (since LINE is a QOL 
command, it could not be used).

I thought that I would tell you a 
little about the DATA LIBRARIES that 
are available to you on the FAMILY 
COMPUTING FORUM. There was a lot of 
talk this month in the TS SIG (that 
stands for SPECIAL INTEREST GROUP). 
A couple of people have written a 
piece of BBS software called TINY- 
BOARD and they uploaded it into the 
TS data library. It seems from the 
chatter that there are a couple of 
bugs in the software, but what new 
program is ever completely “bugfree" 
in this business? 


To access the TS data library you 
take the following steps. FIRST, log 
on aS you normally do. SECOND, if 
you have not set up your personal 
enu, you must enter the command "GO 
LUB" at the first prompt. That will 
take to the FAMILY COMPUTING FORUM. 
Once there, you will see the menu 
titled "FUNCTIONS". From this menu 
you can pick "DATA LIBRARIES". The 
TS section is # 4. Once into the 
data library, you can download any 
of the files that are there. That is 
possible if you have MTERM II and a 
2858 modem or a Byte-Back modem and 
software. If you have only MTERM I, 
you will be able to print the data 
out but will not be able to save it 
in the buffer. I have used the data 
library from time to time, and have 
even printed a few of them in this 
newsletter. 


I hope that this has been of some 
heip. I plan to start a series next 
month on the basic use of CIS. I 
hope you will be able to use the 
information. STAY TUNED!
